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sketch of literary larcenies will not do justice to all characters and classes 
unless I give one more incident. A gentleman was the possessor of a 
very valuable book—a very valuable one, and he deposited it, so he said, 
in a public library for safe-keeping. It was such a work as only the 
virtuoso and bibliomaniac would prize. It was a copy of a very old and 
very rare work, On calling at the library to see it six months or a year 
afterwards he was told the book was not there, that they had not had it, 
that there must be some mistake about it, and so forth and so on. It 
took considerable “ gentle pressure” to get at the book, but after great 
dea! of search it was found! 

Chevaliers @industrie do not all belong to one class, trade, or calling. 
Where some litterateurs show a rather indiscriminate appetite for books 
and a penchant for enriching their own private collections, some libra- 
rians are quite as devoted in their interests as conservators and collec- 
tors for the public, and while some incipient Macaulays and Hazlits show 
a good deal of taste and perseverance in obtaining early editions, certain 
booksellers wil! remain singularly forgetful of the fact that books are 
lodged in their hands not for their use or sale, but for other parties. 

These matters are referred to in general terms, and not for the pur- 
pose of pointing out individual persons. There is a large amount of good 
feeling at this time between literary men and publishers and booksellers, 
and it is equally to the credit and advantage of all parties. Writers of 
books would be in a bad plight but for the services of publishers and 
booksellers to bring their production into the market, and on the other 
hand the original labors of authors and their opinions and criticisms form 
the stock in trade of the dealers. I know a case of a book that had 
every advantage of publishing interest, family and business connections 
of the author, aud good wishes of powerful friends, and yet that was 
killed dead by a caustic review; and which but for this review might 
have enjoyed a fair sale and popularity. It may be said of the critics 
and the publishers as Hamlet said of the players—* after your death you 
were better have a bad epitaph, than their ill report while you live.”

cheerful when you hear he has been ordered to the Crimea, or to the 
Salt Lake, or to Basinghall street, and when you see, in the saddest por- 
tion of the morning paper, that she has been married to McCad by the 
uncle of the bridegroom, the Rev. Phelim O'Ho. 

Every one loved Lady Beaming. Two husbands did, whom she has 
buried with all the honors; and if you ask her to-morrow (having a 
competence), she'll (being disengaged) marry you: she is so kind-hearted 
she couldn’t hurt your feelings by refusing. She’s thirty-seven, she'll 
tell you on the first interview ; and the peculiarity of Lady Beaming is, 
that she never thought a meanness, and could not tell an untrath. You 
will not admire her now sufliciently to ask her to marry you. She has 
become broad, if not stout; and her bust is too large, and the raven 
hair has thinned, almost becpme bald, over the temples ; so that, with 
her prominent eyes and saliee nose, she Jooks weird and wild, and, I 
must say, rather dissipated. “Oh, but wasn’t she the beauty!” as her 
man-servant says: an Irish servant raised on her father’s farm, who has 
never separated from the “ misthress,” and who is as well known in 
Italy as the Pope. She’s handsome, very handsome now ; only she’s 
dangerous-looking. As long as she retains that mouth and chin, Lady 
Beaming will be handsome. It’s an individual chin, like Napoleon’s. It 


is quite independent in its relationship to other handsome features in its 
neighborhood: take a cast of it, and put the cast on a table, and you'd 


say “ Beautiful!” White, rounded, dimpled, it does not look in the 
least out of humor, or less eager for applause because Lady Beaming 
encouraged by its success, has encored it with a milky rivulet of a

THE CULMINATION OF ANIMAL CREATION, 


Froin Hugh Miller's ** Te stimony of the Rocks.” 


At length the human period begins. A creature appears upon the 
scene unlike all that had preceded him, and whose nature it equally is 
tolook back upon the events of the past,—among other matters, on that 
succession of beings upon the planet which he inhabits, with which we 
are this evening attempting tv deal,—and to anticipate at least one suc- 
cession more, in that still future state in which he himself is again to ap- 
pear, in happier circumstances than now, and in a werthier character, 
We possess another history of the primeval age and subsequent chro- 
nology of the human family than that which we find inscribed in the 
rocks, And it is well that we do so. From various causes, the geolo- 
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gic evidence regarding the period of man’s first appearance on earth is 
singularly obscure. That custom of * burying his dead out of his sight,” 
which obtained, we know, in the patriarchal times, and was probably in 
use ever since man came first under the law of death, has had the ctfect 
of mingling his remains with those of creatures that were extinet for 
ages ere he began to be. The cavern, once a haunt of carnivorous ani- 
mals, that in the first simple ages of his history had furnished him with 
a shelter when living, becane his burying-place when dead; and thus 
his bones, and his first rude attempts in pottery and weapon-making, 
have been found associated with the remains of the eave-hyrna and 
cave-tiger, with the teeth of the ancient hippopotamus, and the tusks of 
the primeval elephant. The evidence on the point, too,—from the great 
paucity of human remains of a comparatively remote period, and from 
the circumstance that they are rarely seen by geologists in the stratum 
in whieh they occur,—is usually very imperfect in its details, Fur 
ther, it is an evidence obnoxious to suspicion, from the fact that a keen 
controversy has arisen on the subject of man’s antiquity, that such frag- 
ments of man himself or of his works as manifest great age have been 
pressed to serve as weapons in the fray,—that, occurring always in 
superticial and Jocal deposits, their true era may be greatly antedated, 
under the influence of prejudice, by men who have no design wilfully to 
deceives—and that while, respecting the older formations, with their 
abundant organisms, the conclusions of any one geologist may be tested 
by all the others, the geologist who once in a lifetime picks up in a strat- 
ified or clay a stone arrow-head or a human bone, finds that the 
data on which he founds his conclusions may be received or rejected by 
his contemporaries, but not re-examined, It may be safely stated, how- 
ever, that that ancient record in which man is represented as the last- 
born of ereation, is opposed by no geologic fact ; and that if, according 
to Chalmers, “the Mosaic wfitings do not fix the antiquity of the globe,” 
they at least do fix —inaking allowance, of course, for the varying esti- 
mates of the chronologer—* the antiquity of the human species.” The 
great column of being, with its base set in the sea, and inscribed, like 
some old triamphal pillar, with many a strange form,—at once hierogly- 
phic and figure,—bears, as the ornately seulptured capital, which im- 
parts beauty and finish to the whole, reasoning, responsible nan, There 
is surely a very wonderful harmony manifested in the proportions of that 
nice sequence in which the invertebrates—the fishes, the reptiles, the 
birds, the marsupials, the placental mammals, and, last of all, man him- 
self—are so exquisitely arranged, It reminds us of the fine figure em- 
ployed by Dryden in his first Ode for St. Cecilia’s Day,—a figure which, 
viewed in the light cast on it by the modern science of Palwontology, 
stands out in bolder relief than that in which it could have appeared to 
the pcet himself :—

“From harmony, from heavenly harmony, 
This universal frame began: 
From harmony to harmony, 
Through all the compass of the notes it ran, 
The dapason closing full in man.” 


In the limits to which I have restricted myself, I have been able to 
do little more than simply to chronicle the successive eras in which the 
various classes and divisions of the organic kingdom, vegetable and ani- 
mal, make their appearance in creation. I Lave produced merely a brief 
record of the various births, in their order, of that great family whose 
futher is God. And in pursuing such a plan, much of necessity must 
have been omitted. I ought perhaps to have told you, that very rarely, 
if ever, do the master forms of a period constitute the prevailing or typ!- 
cal organisins of its deposits, Of the three great divisions of which the 
geologic scale consists,—Palwozoic, Secondary, and Tertiary,—the first, 
or ichthyic period, is marked chietly, not by its great fishes, but by the 
peculiar character of its brachipodous and cephalopodous mollusea, and 
in its earlier stages by its three-lobed crustacew ; the second or repti}jan 
period was emphatically the period of the ammonite and belomnite; 
while the third and last, or mammalian period, was that of gastropodous 
and conchiferous molluscs, impressed, generically at least, by all the 
features of the group which still exists in our seas, Save in a few local 
deposits, fishes do not form the prevailing organisms in the formations of 
the age of fishes; nor reptiles in the formations of the age of rep- 
tiles; nor yet mammals in the formations of the age of mammals, 
Nay, it is not improbable that the recent or luman_ period may 
be marked most prominently in the future, when it comes to exist 
simply as a geologic system, by a still humbler organism than most of 
these molluscs. On almost all rocky shores a line of pale gray may be 
seen at low water, running for mile after mile along the belt that has 
been laid bare at the bases of the cliffs by the fall of the tide. It owes 
its pale color to millions of millions of a small balanus (B. balanoides), 
produced in such amazing abundance in the littoral zone as to cover 
with a rough crust every minute portion of rock and every sedentary 
shell, Other species of the same genus (2. erenatus and B. porcatus) oc- 
cupy the depths of the sea beyond ; and their remains, washed ashore by 
the waves, and mingled with those of the littoral species, form often 
great accumulations of shell sand, I have seen ameng the Iebrides a 
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shell sand accumulated along the beach to the depth of many feet, of 
which fully two-thirds was composed of the valves and compartments of 
balanid ; and a similar sand on the east coast of Scotland, a little to 
the south of St. Andrews, formed in still larger proportions of the frag- 
ments of a single species,—Balanus crenatus. Now, this genus, so 
amazingly abundant at the present time in every existing sea, and whose 
accumulated remains bid fair to exist as great limestone rocks in the 
future, had no existence in the Palwozoic or Secondary ages. It first 
appears in the times of the early Tertiary, in, however, only a single 
species ; and, becoming gradually of more and more importance as a 
group, it receives its fullest numerical development in the present time. 
And thus the remains of a sub-class of animals, low in their standing 
among the articulata, may form one of the most prominent Palwontolo- 
gical features of the human period. But enough for the present of cir- 
cuinstance and detail. 

Such, so far as the geologist has yet been able to rea@ the records of 
his science, has been the course of creation, from the first beginnings of 
vitality upon our planet, until the appearance of man. And very won- 
derful, surely, has that course been! Iow strange a procession! Never 
yet on Egyptian obelisk or Assyrian frieze,—where long lines of figures 
seem stalking across the granite, each charged with symbol and mystery, 
—have our Layards or Rawlinsons seen aught so extraordinary as that 
long procession of being which, starting out of the blank depths of the 
bygone eternity, is still defiling across the stage, and of which we our- 
selves form some of the passing figures. Who shall declare the profound 
meanings with which these geologic hieroglyphies are charged, or indi- 
cate the ultiinate goal at which the long procession is destined to arrive ?

The nearest approach to it was, “ Omnia mutantur, 
ete.” and this is found in Borbonius, a German writer of the middle 
ages. 

“Smelling of the lamp” is te be found in Plutarch, and is there at- 
tributed to Pytheas. ‘A little bird told me,” comes from Eeclesiastes 
x. 20. “ for a bird of the air shall carry the voice, and that which hath 
wings shall tell the matter.” 

He that fights and runs away, 
May live to fight another day. 


These lines, usually ascribed to Hudibras, are really much older, 
They are to be found in a book published in 1656. The same idea is 
however expressed in a couplet published in 1542, while one of the few 
fragments otf Menander, the Greek writer, that have been preserved, 
embodies the same idea in a single line. The couplet in Hudibras is, 

For those that fly may fight again, 
Which he can never do that’s slain. 

“Tfellis paved with good intentions,” though found in Johnson and 
Herbert, was obviously in their day a proverbial expression. Walter 
Scott ascribes it to “some stern old divine.” 

* There's a good time coming, is an expression used by Sir Walter 
Scott in Rob Roy, and has doubtless, for a long time, been a familiar 
saying in Scotland. 

Eripuit celo fulmen, sceptrumque tyrannis, was a line upon Frank- 
lin written by Turgot, the minister of Louis XVI. It is, however, merely 
a modification of a line by Cardinal Polignac, Zripuitque Jovi fulmen, 
Pheboque sagittas, which in turn was taken from a line of Mareus 
Manilius, who says of Epicurus Eripuitgue Jovi jsulmen ciresque 
Tonanti. 

Vox populi, Vox Dei. The origin of this familiar phrase is not known, 
but it is quoted asa proverb by William of Malmesbury, who lived in 
the early part of the twelfth century. 

Ultima ratio regum. This motto was engraved on the F 
non by order of Louis XIV.

Govtp & Lixcotn favor us with Hugh Miller’s “ Testimony of the Rocks,” 
the last work of the lamented author. It consists of twelve geological lee- 
tures, of which seven were delivered by Mr. Miller before various Scientific 
Institutions of England and Scotland, the others being written mainly to 
impart a character of unity to the voluine of which they form a part. The 
author says of them, in his preface, * that though he had certainly no reason 
to complain of the measure of favor with which the read or spoken ones 
have been received, they are perhaps all better adapted for perusal in the 
closet than for delivery in the public hall or lecture-room; while the two 
concluding Lectures are mayhap suited to interest only geologists, who, 
having already acquainted themselves with the generally ascertained facts 
of their science, are curious to cultivate a further knowledge with such new 
facts as in the course of discovery are from time to time added to the com- 
mon fund. In such of the following Lectures as deal with but the established 
geologic phenomena, and owe whatever little merit they may possess to the 
inferences drawn from these, or on the conclusions based upon them, most of 
the figured illustrations, though not all, will be recognized as familiar; in 
the two concluding Lectures, on the contrary, they will be found to be 
almost entirely new—they are contributions representative of the patient 
gleaning of years, to the geologic records of Scotland, and exhibit in a more 
or less perfeet state, no inconsiderable portion of all the forms yet detected 
in the rocks of her earlier Paleozoic and Secondary floras.” The volume is 
prefaced by a biography of the author, with a full account of his recent 
melancholy death and funeral obsequies. It is also profusely illustrated by 
diagrams and engravings. 

Rupp & Carteron have just published “ Knaves and Fools; or, Friends of 
Bohemia,” by Edward M. Whitty, who has already gained considerable re- 
putation by his contributions to the London Leader, under the signature of 
“The Stranger in Parliament.”

‘The questions are varied somewhat from the 
words of the text, and the answers also, after the first few lessons. Vholly 
original conversation would of course be better, were it possible ; but every 
attempt to attain this, without a subject to talk about, will, we are sure, be 
found ineffectual. The ‘ercher may start a hundred topics of conversation, 
but he will invariably fii ds that owi or non forms the pupil’s main partin the 
conversation, varied by the stereotyped remark, ‘I do not know what to 
say.” A subject must therefore be continually before the pupil’s eyes; and, 
at first the words to be used in conversation must also be furnished, leaving 
the scholar nothing to do but frame the sentence from the materials presented 
to him. This, the text of ‘ Le Grand Pére’ is peculiarly fitted to do; it is a 
colloquial bock, and was selected originally as a reading book, with a view 
to making it subsequently the basis of such a work as the present.”

Leavitt & Aiten have published, “ A Commentary, Critical, Expository, 
and Practical, on the Gospels of Matthew and Mark,’ by John J. Owen, 
Db. D. “The series to which this volume belongs is designed to embrace the 
four Gospels and the Acts, to be followed by a Greek edition of the same 
portion of the New Testament, for the use of those who are acquainted with 
the original language. The remaining volumes wiil be issued without any 
further delay than may result from the official labors of the author, which 
leave but a small portion of daily time or strength for extra labors of this 
kind. The text of this volume is an exact reprint of the recent emendation 
of the American Bible Society, which approaches, perhaps, as near to the 
standard of accuracy as any edition of the English Bible extant.” The book 
is provided with a map, synoptical index, &e. 

Littte, Brown & Co. send us “English and Scottish Ballads, Selected 
and Edited by Franeis James Childs,” in four 16mo, volumes, bound in style 
to correspond with their edition of the English Poets. A fifth volume will 
siortly appear. The editor in his preface says, “The compilation now 
offered to the publie will be found more comprehensive in its plan than any 
of its kind which has hitherto appeared It includes nearly all that 1s 
k own to be left to us of the ancient ballads of England and Scotland, with a 
liberal selection of those which are of later date.

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PREFACE. 


In presenting the “GOLDEN WREATH” to the public, the editors would call atten- 
tion to its superior merit, and briefly enumerate the peculiar features which they hope 
will prove acceptable and eventually establi-h it as a text-book in every school, and make 
it a favorite wherever a volume of music is desired either for instruction or recreation. 

An exumination of its primary studies and exercises is tirst invited. These, commen- 
cing with the simplest rudiments, are arranged in a manner which is both casy of compre- 
hension and sufficiently progressive to lead the scholar, in a comparatively «hort space of 
time, to that point, from whence it will be easy at any period to proceed to the complete 
mastery of vocal music The lessons are rendered unusually attractive by the introduction 
of manual exercises designed to accompany them, and which, by developing the muscular 
system, tend to establish that physical condition necessary to successful vocul training. 

In adopting the studies embraced in this volume, the scholar therefore need not sacri- 
fice health to progress, (as is too often the case) but by uniting vocal with physical exer- 
cise, gain increased strength and profit. The manual exercises, also, add a new attraction 
to the studies, enlist more readily the attention of the pupil, and cause the music-lesson to 
be awaited and engaged in with unusual interest. And this combination of entertainment 
and development, in the publishers’ opinion, makes the book the best that can be adopted 
for public or private tuition. 

The music contained in the “Golden wreath” is exceedingly well suited to the class 
of minds it is designed toreach. The compiler has duly considered the wants of childhood, 
and presented a style of music fully adapted to the buoyancy and vivacity of youth. He 
has also inserted many pieces, which. trom their beauty ef melody, have become “ familiar 
in our mouths as household words,” and are sung and played everywhere. In previous 
works of this kind, many of these popular songs have been omitted, because they were 
copyrighted and owned by persons who would not permit them to be thus used. But the 
editor of the * Golden Wreath ' having made special arrangements with various publishers, 
many of the well-known pieces not found in other juvenile books, are contained in this. 

In some instances, new words have been adapted to tavorite airs, while in other cases 
the original words have been retained, even at the risk of affording the over-fastidious 
ground for fault-finding.
